An alert teller at a- drive-up window at the 
State Bank of Antioch was responsible for the 
apprehension of an Antioch man, which later 
led to the arrest of both him and an Antioch 
women.

The Antioch Grade School board of 
education held its reorganization! and 
regular meetings on April 15. The board elec- 
ted Garnet Cook president, and Jim Queden- 
f eld secretary. 

Meeting times will change beginning May 
1 through September, with meetings starting 
at 8 p.m. The time will revert back to 7:30 
p. m . from October through April. 

Ron Chilcote will remain business 
manager and treasurer, while Gantar and 
Larson will be the school's attorney. 

During the regular meeting, gifted 
program funds were discussed, along with 
the use of the Channel Lake school building 
and the furnishing of the new W.C. Petty 
grade school. " 

- THE SCHOOL board has agreed to apply 

for a $7,500 grant to be used for reading and 

. math programs in grades one through eight. 

These accelerated classes include a great 

books and an algebra class. 

* The total cost of the gifted programs in- 
clude a training session that would-be given 
to teachers already in the school system. The 
grant decision should be handed by JUne 1. 

The future use of the old Channel Lake 
school building is yet undecided, according 
to Skidmore. "There are two viable parties 



for the building at this time, and that is the 
township and SEDOL. The township doesn't 
seem to be interested because of main- 
tenance expenses," Skidmore stated. 

Also, the board agreed to spend $17,000 for 
furniture for the new Petty^ school. This will 
furnish five offices and the board room. 

AFTER MEETING WITH the high school 
board and village board, a decision has been 
reached on the construction of a public use 
building. The 18 by 30 foot building will be 
paid for and used by the village recreation 
programs, and the grade and high school 
districts. 

The building will be finished in brick, and 
the three organizations will be the only 
people With access to the facility. They will 
also be responsible for the maintenance. 
"This is a much needed facility," grade" 
school Supt. Don Skidmore commented. 
"There will also be restrooms provided, 
something that people utilizing the baseball 
diamonds had to do without in previous 
years." 

The materials and construction, which will 
be done by a high school class, will cost a 
total of $13,000 split three ways. "This is a 
very inexpensive price tag. on a building of 
this sort," Skidmore said.
